BELFAST MAN’S COURAGE, 


"-— 


REWARDED FOR SAVING WOMAN'S LIFE. 


An interesting ceremony took place at Kings- 


town Police Court, when Mr. E. G. 
Swifte, K.C., Chief Divisional Magistrate, made 
a public presentation of a silver medal and 
cheque for ten guineas, the highest award of 
the Society for the Protection of Life from 
Fire, to Mr. Thomas Calderwood, of Belfast, 
the West of Ireland representative of Messrs. 
White, Tomkins, and Courage, Ltd. Mr. Swifte 
said that the Society was founded in 1843, but 
was little known in Ireland. Out of 49 awards 
made by the Society last year only two first- 
class awards had been granted, and one of these 
two he now had pleasure in presenting to Mr. 


he deemed it an, honour 
to receive the medal at the hands of the dis- 
ey magistrate. 

r, Calderwood earned the award for saving 
a woman's life at Kingstown on Sunday, June 
23rd, 1918. At the time he was staying at 
Ashton, Martello terrace, Kingstown. Two 
doors away was & maid minding a house in 
company with hér sister. On Saturday night, 
June 22nd, the maid opened a tin of petrol and 
used some of the contents to remove stains 
from a jacket. Next morning she got out of 
bed threw the coat over her shoulders, and was 
about to light the fire when a sleeve of the 
jacket burst into flames. She flung the coat 
from her across the room. It fell on the petrol 
tin, upest it, and spread the fire in all direc- 
tions. The girl ran screaming into the street. 
Mr Calderwood, Mr. J. F. Byan, batrristersat- 
law, and Dr. Hayes, J.P., who were staying at 
Ashton, heard the alarm and went to Her Gid. 
The girl’s sister, awakened by fire and smoke, 
found herself cut off from the door. In despera- 
tion she thrust her bare hands through a 
window, but iron bars outside prevented escape 
that way. Mr. Calderwood then displayed great 
presence of mind and courage. Smoke, filled 
the passage to the room. By going down on 
his hands and knees he found it less thick. He 
crawled through the smoke up the passage and 
into the room until the busting turastate pre- 
vented him getting further.. With a pole he 
attracted the woman's ‘attention. She seized 
the pole, and Mr. Calderwood dragged her from 
the room and into the open air, saving her 
from certain death. ~

all antiquity, it is becausé, Greece havi 

civilised e, Rome by her power impose 
upon the whole world this borrowed civilisation. 

The Athenian was a poet, the Roman a prac- 
tical man. Tho former, content with a modest 
income, only asked to indulge lly in 

hysical exercises and intellectual pleasures; 
he latter cultivated his fields, lent ‘money if 
he was rich, borrowed if he was poor, and his 
first thought was to promote hig interests. 
These characteristics were found again in the 
way the two peoples understood triotism : 
the Athenian defended his countr e Roman 
wanted to enlarge his «wa. Athenian 
orator spoke as a philosopher and a man of 
letters; the Roman orator knew lofty elo- 
but only from the day he took the 
or his model—until then he spoke as 
a soldier or a business man. Athens reigned in 
the world of ideas; she was the great inatiatrice 
of the human mind. In poesy, drama, plastic 
arts, mathematics, natural sciences, philosophy, 
our first masters were Homer, Euripides, 
Phidias, Euclid, Aristotle, Plato. me reigned 
in the world of facts; she conquered us by 
her laws as much as her arms. Speech 
varied like the genius of the two cities—more 
eloquent in Athens, more. practical in Rome. 
With the Greek a vain rhetoric was not 
admissible; speech was to be worthy of the 
audience, worthy of the subjects treated, 
worthy, above all,.of the country whose in- 
tereste were under di ion, e Roman 
orator was now a warrior, now a revolutionist, 
and now a lawyer; the Greek orator was, above 
all, a patriot. 

Now, if it is by an iron will that the Romans 
made the conquest of the world, why, may one 
ask, did Rome fall? How did this great and 
strong unity of antiquity come to a state of 
dissolution? Because at the bottom of this 
Roman civilisation there was an immense 
egotism. What had Rome done for humanity? 
Did she make it nobler, happier, more resigned ? 
Certainly not: she wished to make humanity 
Roman (as the Kaiser wished to make it 
German); she wished to satisfy an insatiable 
amour-propre. There is nothing so unfruitful 
as this might, this will-power, which has no 
other end than self. 

Finally, Greece was to Rome. what Judaism 
was to Christianism—the passage from the in- 
dividua! to the general. Without Greece, Rome 
would have remained a barbarous town. With- 
out the, great Roman unity Christian pro- 
paganda would have met with insurmountable 
obstacles. The latter became irresistible after 
the destruction of Jerusalem by the inter- 
mingling of peoples and creeds, ag on the day 
of the taking of Corinth Greek civilisation 
subjected the Roman Empire :— 

Grecia victa ferum victorem cepit.

DEPARTURE FROM DUBLIN. 


On Saturday afternoon there was a scene of 
considerable bustle at the Alexandra Basin, 
North Wall, Dublin, the occasion being the 
embarkation of between 500 and 600 Belgians— 
men, women, and children—of different grades 
and classes, who had to fly from their own 
land when, in the autumn of 1914 and the 
spring of 1915, it was invaded and overrun by 
the German hordes, whose brutality terrified 
the population. These persecuted and hunted 

eople found a home and hospitality in Ireland 
or four years. Most of them maintained 
themeelves by their industry, while those who 
needed assistance received it through the 
medium of an organisation of benevolent ladies 
and gentlemen formed for that purpose. All 
these refugees looked happy and healthy, a 
sign that their sojourn in Ireland was not 
acoompanied by any form of hardship, but, on 
the contrary, that they enjoyed their stay. 
Many of them spoke with warm gratitude of 
the kindness which they had experienced while 
they were in Ireland. Some of them leave 
relatives in Irish graves, and what between 
thoughts of happy days and kind friends on 
the one hand and the affectionate remembrance 
of dear ones who sleep in Irish soil, the re- 
fugees carry away them thoughts and 
feelings that will remaiggwith them as long as 
they live. ,

PRESIDENT WILSON’S 
REQUEST TO CONGRESS. 


President Wilson, says Reuter’s Washington 
Correspondent, has cabled, requesting the 
Foreign Relations Committee of Congress to 
defer a deBate on the constitution of the | 
League of Nations until he personally reviews 
the situation with the members of the Com- 
mittee, whom he has invited. to dine with 
him at the White House on his return. The 
message points out that the Committee which 
drafted the project was representative of the 
whole world, including. as it did, delegates from 
Great Britain, France, Italy, Japan, as well as 
smaller nations, and that these delerates had 
actively participated in the debate, and assisted 
materially in drafting the constitution.

Editorial opinion, as reflected by most of the 
leading American newspapers, says the Press 
Association's New York Correspondent, gener- 
ally accepts the draft of the League of Najions 
as another step towards a world peace, al- 
though there is a wide divergence of views on 
many of its specific provisions. In some cases 
the comment is obviously influenced by partisan 
olitica]l considerations. ‘The Democratic Senate 
eaders declare that it is the greatest interna- 
tional document ever pgoduced, while the 
Republicans are reluctant to discuss it. 

Mr. Taft, however, in a despatch from 
Helena, Montana, is quoted as saying—“ Ag 
lovers of gs country and as lovers of man- 
kind, I ask you to use all your influence with 
Senators to have the treaties embodying the 
League of Nations idea ratified.” 

Mr. Taft, says a later message, declared that 
the draft of the League was not all he could 
have wished, but it was a great deal better 
than he had hoped, containing within its terms 
provisions for its own growth. 

Such afternoon newspapers as usually reflect 
the Republican point of view are inclined to 
raise possible Coustitutional objections. 

The Hvening Sun doubts whether the project 
is acceptable in its present form, since infringe- 
ments of sovereignty are too glaring.

of his speech in the Nationa! Assembly, said :— 
Germany cannot enter a League of Nations 
colonies. We approve the plan of 
international control over tropical colonies, on 
condition that al] Colonia} Powers also submit 
to this proposition, and that Germany receives 
her appropriate portion of colonia] products. 
On the other hand, we must expect to lose 
some valuable portions of our own national 
territory. I refer here especially to Alsace 
Lorraine. Violence is now being done to the 
rights of the present population of Alsace 
Lorraine, where the French troops ‘of’ occupa- 
tion regard the country as definitely conquered, 
and are driving out, or arresting, all those 
elements in which they see an obstacle to their 
imperialistic designs, and where they are 
suppressing the natural h is of the people to 
use their own language by fórcing them to 
adopt the French tongue, (Loud: eheers.) 
From the fact that the Peace Conference has 
come to mo definite conclusion regarding the 
fate of Alsace-Lorraine, we draw the conclusion 
that we are competent to intervene in favour of 
its right, so that its voice may be heard in the 
determination of its destiny. The French plan 
of joining the Prussian Saar territory and the 
Bavarian Palatinate to Alsace-Lorraine shows 
an Imperialistic attitude, which should be con- 
demned as vigorously as the old German ex- 
ansionist aims upon the Longwy and Briey 
Lasta, It is not desirable that Germany and 
France should continue to regard each other as 
hereditary enemies and remain confronting each 
other armed to the teeth. ‘The Peace Con- 
ference will have the task of creating guaran- 
tees, which will have the effect of making such 
a state of things appear nongenical, but let no 
one try to snatch from us portion of our 
national territory which is of vital importance. 


A UNITED STATE. 


. The Foreign Minister then went on to speak 
of the proposed creation of a Rhenish-West- 
phalian Republic and of the Separatist move- 
ment in respect of Berlin on the part of South 
Germans. He observed that, though the re- 
storation of the “ main line” (the frontier line 
between North and South Gemany) might offer 
advantages in the immediate present, such a 
separation would ultimately lead to the destruc- 
tion of the political independence of the sepa- 
rated territories. A united state was, in his 
opinion, the vital and natural form of Germany. 


“OUR AUSTRIAN BROTHERS.” 


We have, he said, never thought of making 
Germans of either the Swiss or the Dutch, and 
so far as the Scandinavians are concerned, we 
only annex their legends of the past and their 
debts of the present, but in the case of our 
Austrian brothers we formed up to the time of 
the fall of the Holy Roman Empire bat, a single 
nation. Our history nad been a joint one. H 
we now find each other again we shall only be 
correcting the mistakes made at the time the‘ 
Empire was founded. The Peace Conference 
will assuredly not refuse its sanction to the 
rectification of this mistake of the past. Hence- 
forth we must protest against any violence 
being done to Germans and Austrians, who are, 
so to speak, old fellow-countrymen. 


ANOTHER VERSION OF THE 


SPEECH. 


Reuter’s Agency has received from its Copen- 
hagen Correspondent a version of Count Brock- 
dorff-Rantzau’s speech in the German National 
Assembly containing gassages which are either 
additional to or amplify the version, received 
from Bale. Speaking of the movement for the 
establishment of an independent Republic in 
North-West Germany, Count Rantzau said— 
“You know the ideas which France and Bel- 
gium are pro agating with suspicious zeal in 
the Rhenish-Westphalian district in favour of 
the establishment of an independent, Republic, 
which would soon fall under rench 
tutelage. These projects are cleverly 
utilising the centrifugal forces evoked 
in our West by the  over-centralisation 
of our entire economic life in the war organisa- 
tion of the capital, and recently by certain 
accompaniments of the revolution in Berlin. 
Thus, loyal Germans, adherents to the idea 
of Empire (Reich), are falling victims to a 
dangerous seduction, against which I most em- 

hatically warn them in the interest of "German 
oreign agá I address the same warning 
to certain circles in the South, among whom 
the cry “Away from Berlin” finds some 
extent, intelligible, but nevertheless deplorable, 
echo. To the p e of his speech dealing 
with Poland, Count Rantzau &eáid—” The 
Entente takes it upon itself to forbid the em- 
ployment of force against the Poles in our own 
country. The Imperial Government has refused 
to omnes to this, and has demanded the removal 
of all armed Polish formations from the terri- 
tory of the Empire.”

NEGOTIATING AN ARMISTICE. 
INTER-ALLIED COMMISSION'S DIFFICULT 


The Press Association's Special Correspon- 
dent, telegraphing from Wareaw on February 
15th, says:—As all the negotiations on the part 
of the Inter-Allied officials at Lemberg to bring 
about a cessation of hostilities between the 
Poles and the Ukrainians in Eastern Galicia 
have failed, and as the Ukrainians are again 
attacking Lemberg, the Inter-Allied Commission 
to-day decided to send a special delegation, 
com d of members of their mission, to Lem- 
berg on Monday (27th inst.) to meet the 
Ukrainians in an endeavour to arrange an 
armistice with the least possible delay. General 
Carton de Wiart will represent Great Britain, 
Mr. Lord America, General Barthelemy France, 
and Commander Stabile Italy. The Poles, with 
only three thousand troops, are defending the 
town most valiantly, despite their weak artil- 
ler- force, whilst the Ukrainians are well 
equipped with Austrian guns. Polish women 
and children of 14 and 16 years are fighting im 
the front lines. ‘Rye Polish soldiers are in- 
sufficiently clad, and many are without great- 
coats in a temperature 10 degrees below zero 
Fahrenheit. The Poles have an army of 8,000 
engaged in keeping open the railway, between 
Cracow and mberg. Ukrainian troops are 
reported to be utterly undisciplined, and their 
leaders say that they dare not conclude an 
armistice lest their own men should kill them. 
The last Ukrainian Parliamentaires who came 
to Lemberg were fired upon from their own 
lines when returning from the city. The Com- 


. mission is thus confronted with a difficult task 


in trying to establish an arn.istice. Moreover, 
the Ukrainians propose the line of the River 
San, whilst the Poles demand a line far to the 
east of Lemberg, leaving only one-third of 
Eastern Galicia to the Ukraine. It is possible 
that a compromise may be reached upon the 
line of the Bug, which would give Lemberg to 
the Poles. Another complication has arisen in 
connection with the oil wells, which are owned, 
roughly, one-third by the Poles and two-thirds 
the French, Belgian, and British interests. 
e Ukrainians are now selling oil to the Hun- 
garians, and are getting arms in return.

The disturbing in- 
fluences of the labour situation continues, however, 
more or less to affect. confidence in industrial 
production, and the value barometer of things, 
especially in regard to special markets with depen d- 
ence upon others. There is consequently an apathy 
in handling business or contracts much ahead. 
Wool trade is becoming gradually freer. British 
skins wools are now obtainable without restriction 
for civilian manufacturing purposes. United King- 
dom sugar stocks continue increase. Of the raw 
article, present stocks in London, Bristol, and the 
Clyde show a surplus of 122.000 tons over same 
period of 1918. The Committee of Tea Control 
offered 8,585,651lbs. of Indian and 2,457,887\bs. 
of Ceylon during the week for ballot sale distri- 
bution of A B ó grades at Control price. But at 
an auction sale of 11,210 packages Indian and 
Ceylon tea, put up for export only, very keen 
competition ensued, and prices show a further ad- 
wance of 4d. to 6d. per lib. rather more in 
special cases. Fine Ceylon sold up to 2/02 per Ib., 
common Sylhet 1/6, and oranges 1/104 to 1/11, in 
bond.

THE IMPERIAL WAR 
GRAVES COMMISSION. 


ITS ORIGIN AND PROGRAMME. 

The Imperial War Graves Commission 
consistge of the Secretary of State for 
War, the Secretary of State for the 
Colonies, the Secretary of State for India, the 
First Commissioner of Works, the Hon, Sir 
George Perley, K.C.M.G. (appointed by the 
Government of Canada); the Right Hon.

The origin and development of the Graves 
Commission is very simple. In the first days of 
the war the different Armies engaged created 
organisations, under the direction of the War 

ce, to register, mark, and tend the graves of 
British soldiers, as well as to answer inquiries 
from relatives and, where possible, to send them 
photographs of the graves. Later, a National 
Committee was constituted, which, on the sug- 
gestion of the Prince of Wales, who took & keen 
personal interest in the work, was expanded into 
an Imperial Commission, representin the 
Dominions, India, the Colonies, the hting 
Services, Labour, the great public departments 
interested, and the British Red Cross, which 
latter had supplied, as it still does to @ con- 
siderable extent, the funds for photographing 
and planting the graves. 


ITS FINANCE. 


The finance of the Commission is Imperial. 
All parts of the Empire have generously and un- 
reservedly promised ,to beer their share of the 
expenses. Fhe Imperial War Conference, having 
considered the proposals of the Commission, 
passed the following resolution on June 17th, 
1918 :—"‘ The Conference desires to place on 
record its appreciation of the labours of the 
Imperial War Graves Commission, and is in 
favour of the cost of carrying out the decisions 
of the Commission being borne by the respec- 
tive Governments in proportion to the numbers 
of the graves of their dead.” 

THE CEMETERIES. 

With the growth of the war, the Commission’s 
work naturally covered every part of the world 
where the men of the Empire had served end 
died—from the vast and known cities of our 
dead in Flanders and France to hidden and out- 
lying burial grounds of a few score at the ends 
of the earth. These resting-places are situated 
on every conceivable gite—on bare hills flayed 
by years of battle, in orchards and meadows, 
beside" populous towns or little villages, in 
jungle glades, at coast ports, in far-away islands, 
among desert sands, and desolate ravines. It 
would be as impossible as undesirable to reduce 
them all to any uniformity of aspect by planting 
or by architecture. 

In a war where the full strength of nations 
was used without respect of persons, no differ- 
ence could be made between the graves of 
officers or men. Yet some sort, of central idea 
was needed that should symbolise our common 
sacrifice wherever our dead might be laid; and, 
above all, each cemetery and individual grave 
should be made as permanent as man’s art 
could devise. 

THEIR DESIGN AND CARE. 

The Commission instructed Sir Frederic 
Kenyon to report how these aims could best be 
realised; and he, after consulting very fully 
with the relatives, representatives of the Ser- 
vices, religion, and art, and knowing the practi- 
cal limitations, particularly in obtaining labour, 
for carrying out such a vast undertaking, recom-

mended that in each cemetery there should 
stand a Cross of Sacrifice and an altar-lke 
Stone of Remembrance, and that the head- 


Stone crosses to succeed the tem- 
rary wooden crosses were at first suggested, 
out crosses of the small size, necessita y the 
nearness of the graves to each other, do not 
allow sufficient space for the men’s names and 
the inscriptions, and are by their shape too 
fragile and too subject to the action of frost and 
weather for enduring use. Plain headstones, 
measuring 2ft. 6in. by lft. 3in., were, therefore, 
chosen, upon which the Cross or other religious 
symbol of the dead man’s faith could be carved 
and ‘his regimental badge fully displayed: The 
regiments have been consulted as to the designs 
of these badges, some of which have now been 
approved at are ready for engraving es soon 
as experiments which are being carried on have, 
as there is reason to hope, shown how to over- 
come the difficulties of dealing with such mum- 
bers. In due time, then; wherever a man may 
bee buried, from East Africa to North Russia, 
his headstone will carry his regimental badge, 
identifiable the world over. 

Besides the fighting forces, provision must be 
made for the graves of the merchant seamen and 
discharged men whose deaths were due to enemy 
action; for Sisters and nurses, killed or died of 
wounds or disease; for Labour units of all races, 
and, indeed, for all who have served in any 
capacity in the war. The distinctive badges of 
these headstones are not yet decided upon. 

In addition to the mame end rank upon 
the headstone, the Commission feel that 
relatives should, if they wish, add a short 
inscription of their own choice a6 an expression 
of personal feeling and affection. These in- 
scriptions will be at the relatives’ expense, and, 
to avoid unduly crowding the stones with very 
small lettering, which, besides being difficult to 
read, does not weather well; it has been found 
necessary to restrict the length of the imscrip- 
tion to sixty-five letters. 

Every cemetery will keep registers of the dead 
buried there, and in these registers it is hoped 
that it will be possible, with the assistance of 
his kin, to enter the age, parentage, and birth- 
place of each known man. 

The planning and planting of the cemeteries 
must depend largely on their site and the 
climate of the country, but it is proposed that 
as a general rule the cemeteries should have 
buildings designed for services, ceremonies, and 
shelter, where the register of that cemetery 
will be kept under permanent safeguard. 

To recapitulate: (1) For each cemetery its 
Cross of Sacrifice and Stone of Remembrance; 
(2) for each grave its enduring headstone carved 
with the symbol of the dead man’s faith, his 
name and rank, his imental badge, and 
whatever text or Inscription his relatives may 
add; (3) in the cemetery building the register in 
which the man’s birthplace, age, and parentage 
can be recorded and referred to. 

GRAVES OF INDIAN TROOPS. 

The symbols of their faith will also be carved 
on the headstones of the soldiers of the Indian 
Armies who fought beside their comrades from 

land and th hout the Empire, in France 
an oy ames in 1914-16, and of the Indian 
Labour Corps who have since worked and taken 
the risks of life behind the lines. A Committee 
of the Commission has decided upon the form 
that these symbols should take, and has further 
recommended that a Mohammedan mosque and 
Hindu temple should be erected in Prance for 
remembrance of the sacrifice made by Hindus 
and Mohammedans alike in the war. The de- 
signs for these buildings have been submitted 
for approval in India. all such matters the 
treatment of the bodies of these soldiers will 
be in strict conformity te the practice of their 
religions, and will be carried out under the 
supervision of native officers. 

TREATMENT OF ISOLATED GRAVES. 

After so many years of fighting over densely- 
populated and civilised countries like France 
and Belgium, it is inevitable that there must 
be single graves and gro in positions where, 
when the life of the land goes forward again, 
they cannot be reached or tended. Some lie in 
what- were once town or village thoroughfares, 
and will be so again; others by the side of rail- 
way stations and goods-yards, houses or 
f i in arable or pasture fields, parks, 
gardens, and the like. The objections to leav- 
ing these graves where they are need not be 
dwelt upon. No precautions will save them 
from being encroached upon or obliterated in 
the course of time. There is, moreover, a strong 
sentiment a all ranks that such scattered 
graves look lonely; and the instinct of the Ser. 
vices that those who fell by the way- 
side should be gathered in to rest with the 
nearest main b of their companions. That

THE THEATRE IN DUBLIN, 


MR. LENNOX ROBINSON AND THE 
DECLINE OF THE DRAMA. 

Lecturing last night in the Abbey Theatre 
on “ Drama in Dublin,’’ Mr. Lennox Robinson 
said that he deplored the decline of the drama, 
which, in his opinion, was due to three reasons. 
The first was the musical form of play, as dis- 
tinct from operas, which had been introduced, 
the second when the management of the Gaiety 
Theatre was taken over’ by that of the Theatre 
Royal, and the third the unfortunate discovery 
that hippodrome ds better than genuine 
drama. The war, however, was responsible for 
a change in the quality of the plays, and in his 
opinion the public did like those rather cheap 
and futile plays which were now produced. Then 
the question might be esked: would not the 
Abbey Theatre be sufficient to gupply the drama- 
tic needs of the public? He did not think so, 
as it had been so entangled in success in one 
direction that it was impossible for it to de- 
velop im other directions. It had produced a 
great school of Irish playwrights, a remarkable 
school of Irish hr ‘and an eudience who 
could understand and appreciate an Irish_play, 
‘interpreted by Irish players. He did not think 
that there was any hope in the opening of a 
new theatre; the only hope for Dublin and the 
world was a turning back to a state of affairs 
that existed a long time ago when the arts had 
their patrons. A temporary salvation was to 
be found in their joining themselves together 
and getting the plays that they wanted. He ex- 
pressed the view that the dramatic starvation 
of Dublin would come to such a pitch that 
At ge would have to come together and become 
heir own patrons. In conclusion, Mr. Robinson 
said that Dublin had a duty to perform in 
staging plays which would be of benefit to the 
citizens, and to those who came into it every 
year from the country.

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THE IMPERIAL WAR 
GRAVES COMMISSION. 


ITS ORIGIN AND PROGRAMME. 


The Imperial War Graves Commission 
consiste of the Secretary of State for 
War, the Secretary of State for the 
Colonies, the Secretary of State for India, the 
First Commissioner of Works, the Hon, Sir 
George Perley, K.C.M.G. (appoimted by the 
Government of Canada); the Right Hon. 
Andrew Fisher, P.C. (appointed by the Govern- 
ment of Australia); the Hon. Sir Thomas 
Mackenzie, K:C.M.G. (appointed by the Govern- 
ment of New Zealand); the Right Hon. W. P. 
Schreiner, K.C., C.M.G. (appointed by the Go- 
vernment of the Union of South Africa); the 
Hon, Sir Edgar Bowring (appointed Y the 
Government of Newfoundland). And the follow- 
ing members who accepted the invitation to 
help in this work, and were appointed by Royal 
Warrant:—Sir William Garstin, G.C.M.G., 
G.B.E.; Harry Gosling, Esq., C.H., JiP.; 
Rudyard Kipling, Esq-.; General Sir C. F. N. 
Macready, Ca. .C.B.; General Sir

The origin and development of the Graves 
Commission is very simple.’ In the first days of 
the war the different Armies engaged crea 
organisations, under the direction of the War 
Office, to register, mark, and tend the graves of 
British soldiers, as well as to answer inquiries 
from relatives and, where possible, to send them 
photographs of the graves. Later, a National 
Committee was constituted, which, on the sug- 
gestion of the Prince of Wales, who took a keen 
personal interest in the work, was expanded into 
an Imperial Commission, ee ggg the 
Dominions, India, the Colonies, the fighting 
Services, Labour, the great public departments 
interested, and the British Red Cross, which 
latter had supplied, as it still does to @ con- 
siderable sa the funds for photographing 
and planting the graves. 

iTS FINANCE. 

The finance of the Commission is Imperial. 
All parts of the Empire have generously and un- 
reservedly promised to bear their share of the 
expenses. ae Imperial War Conference, having 
considered the proposals of the Commission, 
passed the following resolution on June 17th, 
1918 :—*‘ The Conference desires to place on 
record its appreciation of the labours of the 
Imperial War Graves Commission, and is in 
favour of the cost of carrying out the decisions 
of the Commission being borne by the respec- 
tive Governments in proportion to the numbers 
of the graves of their dead.” 


THE CEMETERIES. 


With the growth of the war, the Commission’s 
work adtutelly covered every part of the world 
where the men of the Empire had served and 
died—from the vast and known cities of our 
dead in Flanders and France to hidden and out- 
lying burial grounds of a few score at the ends 
of the earth. These resting-places are situated 
on every conceivable gite—on bare hills flayed 
by years of battle, in orcherds and meadows, 
beside populous towns or little villages, in 
jungle Pi ao at coast ports, in far-away islands, 
among desert sands, and desolate ravines. It 
would be as impossible as undesirable to reduce 
them all to any uniformity of aspect by planting 
or by architecture. 

In a war where the full strength of nations 
was used without respect of persons, no differ- 
ence could be made between the graves of 
officers or men. Yet some sort, of central idea 
was needed that should symbolise our common 
sacrifice wherever our dead might be laid; and, 
above all, each cemetery and individual grave 
should be made as permanent as man’s art 
could devise.

stand a Cross of Sacrifice and an altar-like 
Stone of Remembrance, and that the head- 
stones of the graves should be of uniform shape 
Stone crosses to succeed the tem- 
pós woodén crosses were at first suggested, 
yut crosses of the small size, necessitated by the 


allow sufficient space for the men’s names and 
the inscriptions, and are by their shape too 
fragile and too subject to the action of frost and 
weather for enduring use. Plain headstones, 
measuring 2ft. 6in. by lft. 3in., were, therefore, 


chosen, upon which the Cross or other religious 
svmbol of the dead man’s faith could be carved 
and ‘his regimental badge fully displayed. The 
regiments have been consulted as to the designs 
of these badges, some. of which have now been 
approved oe are ready for engraving as soon 
as experiments which are being carried on have, 
as there is reason to hope, shown how to over- 
come the difficulties of dealing with such num- 
bers. In due time, then, wherever a man may 
bee buried, from East Africa to North Russia, 
his headstone will carry his regimental badge, 
identifiable the world over. 

Besides the fighting forces, provision must be 
made for the graves of the merchant seamen and 
discharged men whose deaths were due to enemy 
action; for Sisters and nurses, killed or died of 
wounds or disease; for Labour units of all races, 
and, indeed, for all who have served in any 
capacity in the war. - The distinctive badges of 
these headstones are not yet decided upon. 

In addition to the name end rank upon 
the headstone, the Commission feel that 
relatives should, if they wish, add a short 
inscription of their own choice as an expression 
of personal feeling and affection. These in- 
scriptions will be at the relatives’ expense, and, 
to avoid unduly crowding the stones with very 
small lettering, which, besides being difficult to 
read, does not weather well, it has been found 
necessary to restrict the length of the inscrip- 
tion to sixty-five letters. 

Every cemetery will keep registers of the dead

buried there, and in these registers it is hoped 
that it will be possible, with the assistance of 
his kin, to enter the age, parentage, and birth- 
place of each known man. 

The planning and planting of the cemeteries 
must depend largely on their site and the 
climate of the country, but it is proposed that 
as a general rule the cemeteries should have 
buildings designed for services, ceremonies, and 
shelter, where the register of that cemetery 
will be kept under permanent safeguard. 

To recapitulate: (1) For each cemetery its 
Cross of Sacrifice and Stone of Remembrance; 
(2) for each grave its enduring headstone carved 
with the symbol of the dead man’s faith, his 
name and rank, his regimental badge, and 
whatever text or inscription his relatives may 
add; (3) in the cemetery building the register in 
which the man’s birthplace, age, and parentage 
can be recorded and referred to. 


GRAVES OF INDIAN TROOPS. 

The symbols of their faith will also be carved 
on the headstones of the soldiers of the Indian 
Armies who fought beside their comrades from 
England and throughout the Empire, in France 
—_ Belgium in 1914-16, and of the Indian 
Labour Corps who have since worked and taken 
the risks of life behind the lines. A Committee 
of the Commission has decided upon the form 
that these symbols should take, and has further 
recommended that a Moliammedan mosque and 
Hindu temple should be erected in France for 
remembrance of the sacrifice made by Hindus 
and Mohammedans alike in the war. The de- 
signs for these buildings have been submitted 
for approval in India. In all such matters the 
treatment of the bodies of these soldiers will 
be in strict conformity te the practice of their 
religions, and will be carried out under the 
supervision of native officers. 

TREATMENT OF ISOLATED GRAVES. 

After so many years of fighting over densely- 
populated and civilised countries like France 
and Belgium, it is inevitable that there must 
be single graves and gro in positions where, 
when the life of the land goes forward again, 
they cannot be reached or tended. Some lie in 
what were once town or village thoroughfares, 
and will be so again; others by the side of rail- 
way stations and goods-yards, houses or 
factories, in arable or pasture fields, parks, 
gardens, and the like. The objections to leay- 
ing these graves where they are need not be 
dwelt upon. No precautions will save them 
from being encroached upon or obliterated in 
the course of time. There is, moreover, a strong 
sentiment among all ranks that such scatiered 
graves look lonely; and the instinct of the Ser- 
vices demands that those who fell by the way- 
side should be gathered in to rest with the 
nearest main body of their companions. 
is what the Commission, with all due care and 
reverence, proposes to do. 

REMOVAL OF BODIES. 

In view of the enormous number (over half a 
million) of our dead in France alone, the re- 
moval of bodies to England would be impos- 
sible, even were there a general desire for it. 
But the overwhelming majority of relatives are 
content that their kin should lie—officers and 
men together—in the countries that they have 
redeemed The Allied yore too, have freely 
given their land to our dead for ever, and that 
offer has been accepted by the Governments. 
To allow exhumation and removal in the few

BATTLE MEMORIALS. 

Memorials to commemorate the parts borne 
by particular armies, divisions, or regiments in 
campaigns and battles, such to mame only a 
very few, the Canadians at Ypres, the South 
Africans at Delville Wood, the Australians at 
Amiens, the British at the breaking of the 
Hindenburg Line, will be advised upon by a 
fully representative Military Committee, and it

IRISH GRAIN PROBLEM.

GUARANTEED PRICES FOR 1919 CROPS. 


The following correspondence has passed be- 
tween Lieutenant-Colonel Loftus Bryan and Mr. 
H. T. Barrie, Vice-President of the Department 
of Agriculture :—

Dean Mr. Barrit,—On behalf of the deputation 
from the Irish Farmers’ Union, of which 1 was 
asked to act as Chairman, may I be allowed to 
tender to you our thanks for your assistance in 
obtaining for us an interview with the Royal Wheat 
Commission? The promised action, as announced in 
the Irish Times of last Saturday, being in 
ance with our request, is most satisfactory, The 
second part of the Irish grain problem, in con- 
nection with which our deputation was appointed— 
viz., the definite promise of a fair price and a 
comprehensive market for the 1919 crop—still re- 
mains in an indefinite and unsatisfactory condition. 
The promises which were made to English corm 

owers have not as yet been publicly extended to 

reland, A prominent corn merchant, well known 
to your Department, recently informed me that 
the Government profits on Irish cate for the past 
season are estimated, in well-informed trade circles, 
to have amounted to at least £200,000. I am sure 
that you, and the Department officials alm, are 
doing all that is officially posite to secyre fair 
play for Irish interests. But, in view of near 
approach of the time when farmers must make 4 
final decision as to this season’s cropping, it would, 
I think, be appropriate for some ftmmediate infor- 
mation to given as to the present state and 
future prospects of this important question. The 
farmers want to know “where they are.” Thank- 
ing you in anticipation of an early reply.—Yours

THE THEATRE IN DUBLIN. 


——-@—_-——- 
MR. LENNOX ROBINSON AND THE 
DECLINE OF THE DRAMA. 


Lecturing last night in the Abbey Theatre 
on “ Drama in Dublin,’’ Mr. Lennox Robinson 
said that he deplored thé decline of the drama, 
which, in his opinion, was due to three reasons. 
The first was the musical form of play, as dis- 
tinct from operas, which had been introduced, 
the second when the management of the Gaiety 
Theatre was taken over by that of the Theatre 
Royal, and the third the unfortunate discovery 
that hippodrome paid better than genuine 
drama. The war, however, was responsible for 
a change in the quality of the plays, and in his 
opinion the public did like those rather cheap 
and futile plays which were now produced. Then 
the question might be asked: would not the 
Abbey Theatre be sufficient to supply the drama- 
tic needs of the public? He did not think so, 
as it had been eo entangled in success in one 
direction that it was impossible for it to de- 
velop in other directions. It had produced a 
great school of Irish playwrights, a remarkable 
school of Irish players, and an audience who 
equid understand and appreciate an Irish play, 
‘interpreted by Irish players. He did not think 
that there was any hope in the opening of a 
new theatre; the only hope for Dublin and the 
world was a turning back to a state of affairs 
that existed a long time ago when the arts had 
their patrons. A temporary salvation was to 
be found in their joining themselves together 
and getting the plays that they wanted. He ex- 
pressed the view that the dramatic starvation 
of Dublin would come to such a pitch that 
people would have to come together and become 
their own patrons. In conclusion, Mr. Robinson 
eaid that Dublin had a duty to perform in 
staging plays which would be of benefit to the 
citizens, and to those who came into it every 
year from the country. 


FATHER O’FLANAGAN AND THE COMING

Father O'Flanagan, cn 
entering with a number of other priests, was 
given an enthusiastic reception. He dealt with 
the importance of learning the Irish language 
and the necessity for putting men on the public 
bodies at the forthcoming local government 
elections who were sympathetic with the lan- 
guage and with everythi Irish. The local 

overnment elections were far more important 

an those for members of Parliament, because 
millions of pounds sed annually through the 
hand’ of the local ies, and it was necessary 
that the men constituting those bodies should 
be hard, and not “ softies,’” like those from 
whom Lloyd George drew the members of his 
Convention, which Simn Fein at the time knew 
was a trick.
